mary object the striking of a decisive blow 
at our allies in the west. , The blow, in 
view of the narrow dimensions of the 
western theater of war, promised enor. 
mous strategic advantages to the Ger 
mans, 

At the same time this was for them the 
one chance of victory, for the modifica- 
tione since given to this original pian. 
which consisted of attempting the de- 
cisive blow not against our allies but 
against Russia, not only could not bring 
victory, but, moreover, could not bring 
strategic advantages of more than slight 
importance, because of the immense area 
and depth of the eastern theater of war. 


Says Germans Were Frustrated, 
The Germans grasped this situation 
perfectly and without hesitation exe- 
cuted their strategic plan, directing al) 
their efforts toward the west. But the 
serious defeats which they suffered in the 
west, which coincided with our advance 
in the east, both in Bast Prussia and in 
Galicia, compelled them to modify their 
original plan considerably, and turn the 
most important forces toward the east- 
ern front. 

Moreover, it is evident that the Ger- 
mans, putting to good use their interior 
lines of operation, based their plan in 
the east on suddenness of attack, for it 
was urgent and necessary for them to 
gain an immediate success of a nature 
te permit them to turn once more afresh 
with all their forces to the west. 


Russians Refuse General Battle. 
To counteract this plan in the presence 
of superior forces of the Germans, the 
strategic situation, moreover, not being to 
our advantage, we took the logical solu- 
tion—not to give the Germans the general 
battle which they wanted so badly. 

This decision naturally carried with k 
the retreat of our armies toward the in- 
terior to positions prepared in times of 
peace, But by this the defense of War- 
saw, as well as of the line of the Vistule, in 
spite of all the political and moral impor- 
tance which it represented, became im- 
possible, 

To hold Warsaw and the line of the 
Vistula we would be obliged to have con- 
siderable forces, not only in the regions 
mentioned but also on the frente of the 
Narew and the Wien. 0 

Seek to Shorten Linss. 

This great extent of our line of defense 
was advantageous only for the Germans 
and permitted them to attack us m force 
in the direction of their choice, while 


By retiring our forces from Wareaw 
and the line of the Vistula, all thes 
strategic Aisadvantages vanished at 
once. The strategic front which followed 
the course of the Narew, then that of the 
Vistula to Ivangorod, amd from this point 
to Brest Litovek, was at once reduced by 
several hundred versta [A verst lo about 
two-thirds of a mile.] 

Altogether, the strengthening of ou

1. That when the Moore-Reid syndicate 
obtained control of the line ite stock was 
gelling for more than $200 a share; when 
the investigation closed it was selling for 
less than $20 @ share, |

ment of the properties, entirely aside from 
their manipulation for stock market gam- 
bling, the Rock Island lost more than 
$20,000,000 actual cash. 

8. Of this $20,000,000 more than 51.000, 


000 was paid ae “ gratuities or contribu- 
tions” to officers of the road, in addition 
to the exorbitantly high salaries they were 
drawing.

From Lavaca, a bay town more than a 
hundred miles west of Galveston, comes 
a report of great damage to the growing 
crops. Virtually all cotton in the coastal 
plains thereabouts was said to be de- 
stroyed, the estimated loss being 500 
bales in Port Lavaca's vicinity. 

The coastal plain is a broad, fertile 
strip of soil varying from twenty to sev- 
enty miles in width, skirting the gulf. 
This zone is dotted with villages and is 
intensively cultivated. Thereis virtually 
no protection against high winds and for 
the residents of this section of the state 
fears were expressed tonight. 

Most of Texas from the gulf to the 
northern boundary and as far west as 
this city tonight was being swept by 
winds whose velocity varied from forty- 
five to sixty miles an hour. : 

Here the wind reached a maximum of 
sixty miles an hour, carrying away roofs 
of frail buildings and demoralizing wire 
communication.

Dig Sums Expended in U. 8. 
The former feature provides a pretty 
clear idea of the substantial provision 
made by the German government in finan- 
cing the secret operations of its officials, 
agents and sympathizers. 

A conservative estimate made by a 
banker who has extensive knowledge of 
the expenditures for these purposes is that 
$2,000,000 a week has found its way into 
circulation in this country through the 
promotion of German war plans. One pay- 
ment alone of $1,100,000 on July 26 last, 
through the Deutsche bank of Berlin and 
to the credit of the German ambassador, 
indicates that it was to be used by the 
‘German secret service. 


Letter from Attorney Jerome. 
A letter that suggests activities of a 


- “ confidential character.“ but not directly 


related to the undertakings of the officia! 
German secret service, is addressed to 
Arthur von Briesen, a well known Ger- 
roan-American of high standing, by Wil- 
uam Travers Jerome, former district at- 
torney of New York county. This letter, 


Suggesting a retaining fee of $10,000, was 


referred to the German ambassador and 


Financial Agent Albert. 


There is no impropriety suggested in 
Mr. Jerome's communication, but the 
guarded tone of it indicates that his val- 
uable services were to be employed in a 
matter that could not be intrusted to 
agents of the ordinary type of private de- 
tectives. 

The activities of Herr Waetzoldt, the 
trade expert sent to the United States by 
Germany several months ago, are de- 
ecribed in a series of reports made direct 
to Imperial Chancellor von ee 
Hcliweg. 

The trade expert, who is a man or wide 
experience, for instance, made an ex- 
tensive report to the imperial chancellor 
on June 90 last, showing that while en- 
couraging protests against the prohibi- 
tion of dye and chemical shipnients need- 
ed in America, he was really trying to 
prevent such imports for the obvious 
purpose of inciting greater resentment 


against the policy set up by Great Britain 


in its orders in council, 


Report to Chancellor. 

‘The report to Herr Waetzoldt, whose

Petition Sent Wilson, 
Further, a petition was sent to the 
president which was subscribed to by 
nearly all the large importers, besides a 
number of American business men who 
receive materials from Germany and 
Austria. 

In the petition it was firmly pointed 
out that the payment for goods before 
shipment was not customary or busi- 
nesslike, and that just the largest and 
most responsible American firms who 
are accustomed to transact their busi- 
ness on open credit will have to suffer 
ecause of the order in cquncil, and that 
many firme also had running contracts 
for delivery with German factories, and 
even also owned some factories in Ger- 
many. It was also pointed out in the pe- 
tition that the trade with specified per- 
sons in a few cases is just as little bene- 
ited, as by payment for the goods in 
case of seizure. The American business 
houses must insist upon a general 
mission to deal in goods which are 
contraband.

Cotton Dispute Forecast. 

“The principal and most tangible pres- 
sure on the a@ministration in Washing- 
ton will only begin to be felt when the 
cotton question again. becomes acute. 
There is a particularly good crop in pros- 
pect, and if the exportation of cotton is 
interrupted and the price of cotton there- 
by influenced injuriously, the cotton 
states—viz., the Democratic south—will 
bring all possible pressure to bear on the 
Democratic administration to have * 
order in council revoked.

That the movement promoted by Herr 
Waetzoldt had @ considerable measure of 
success has frequently been instanced at 
Washington.

Chicago, July 22, 1915.—Your Excel- 
lency: I ha®e received your very wel- 
come letter of July 15, together with the 
newspaper clipping.

schmidt of Long Experience. 

Hugo Schmidt, western representative 
of the Deutsche bank of Berlin, capital- 
ized at 260,000,000 marks, was born in 
Berlin in 1963. He has been connected 
with the inetitution for the last thirty- 
two years. Previous to the beginning of 
the Puropean war he had been sent to 
the United States and South America 
three times on financial business. Last 
October Schmidt was made western rep- 
resentative of the Deutsche bank, with 
complete charge of all the banking buasi- 
ness in the United States and South 
America. 

Since his arrival in the United States 
he has remained quiet on all matters rela- 
tive to the war and has refused several 
times to give out statements relative to 
German affairs. He has, according toa 
recent statement, never been connected 
with politics either in Germany or the 
United States, and has entered Into none 
of the German-American discussion of 
President Wilson's stand for American 
rights. 

His office is with that of John H. Me- 
Clement, 165 Broadway. According to 
Schmidt, his business in America has 
been to build up the interests of the bank 
since the beginning of the war. 


Secretive Secret Service.

Heavy Task for Jerome. 


One communication, however, is u- 
minative. It is the one addressed to Ar- 
thur Von Briesen, a leading German- 
American citizen of New York, by Mr. 
Jerome, the former district attorney. 

Mr. Von Briesen is a Prussian by birth, 
and has always been regarded as enjoy- 
ing the most intimate relations with men 
men high in the German empire. He 
served through the American Civil war. 
He is a euccessful patent lawyer and a 
man of wealth. He was president of the 
Legal Aid society, but resigned in Feb- 
ruary last “because of criticiam of his 
German name. He has been received 
in audienceiby the kaiser. He isa great 
friend and admirer of Col. Roosevelt and 
is a Republican. The colonel once ap- 
pointed him a special commissioner to 
investigate, Ellis Island. 

It appears from the letter written to 
Mr. Von Briesen by Mr. Jerome that 
the former had sought to retain the 
services of the latter in some confidep- 
tial matters connected with the German 
undertakings in this country. 


Here’s Jerome’s Letter. 

The letter follows: 

“No. 37 Wall street, New York, June 29 
1015. 

“To Arthur Von Briesen, Esq., No. 
25 Broad street, New York City. 

„My Dear Mr. Von Briesen, 

“Since I saw you this morning I have 
conferred with my partners in regard to 
the matter that we discussed. It would 
be a great pleasure for me to undertake 
this business not only because my in- 
clination would coincide with my pro- 
fessional duty but because the employ- 
ment would be to do what, regardless 
of any legal question involved, I consid- 
ered to be right. The contemplated busi- 
ness is, however, one which, ff done 
correctly, would require very much law 
bor and a very considerable expenditure 
of money in order to get at the facts nec- 
essary to properly present our cause. 

The selection of agents to conduct 
these investigations would be a difficult 
matter. They could not, of course, be 
of the ordinary typeof private detectives, 
and we might from time to time, and un- 
| doubtedly would have to, expend consid- 
erable sums in order to obtain desired 
information. 

“No one, of course, could be assured 
of success in the matter, so that in addi- 
tion to the labor involved one might well 
have to meet a discouraging situation, 
having failed to accomplish the end in 
view. 

The matter is 30 grave in its charac- 
ter that I should be unwilling to under- 
take it without devoting my best efforts 
to make it a success, and it would be 
necessary that I not only myself give it 
close personal attention, but I should 
want my partner, Mr. Rand, and toa 
certain extent my partner, Mr. Krezel, 
to be active in the matter as I myself 
would be. 

“In other words, I don’t want to un- 
dertake the job without doing everything 
humanly possible to make it successful. 
Under these circumstatités I feel that we 
should have a substantial fund on which 
to draw for expenses, and I think that 
fund should not be less than $10,000. 


Asks $10,000 for Himself. 

“So far as the compensation of myself 
and associates in this matter is con- 
cerned, I think that we should have a 
retaining fee of $10,000, and that our ulti- 
mate compensation should, of course, de- 
pend upon the various elements that go 
to make up a lawyer's . reason- 
able charge. 

To sum up, I should ae glad to under- 
take the work and give it my best atten- 
tion for a retaining fee of $10,000, pro- 
vided that I receive assurances that there 
will be funds for expenses up to the 
amount of $10,000. 

**I leave this afternoon for Washington 
on a matter of business, and from there 
I go to my place in Connecticut. I will 
not return to New York untila week from 
next Monday. Should you reach a de- 
cision to employ me in this matter before 
that time you may communicate with my 
office amd they will know where to get 
me and I can return to the city. With 
best regards I remain, very sincerely 
yours, WILLIAM TRAVERS JEROMB.”’

Prizes of War Being Discussed. 

The ultimate aims and object to be at- 
tained as a result of the war, the gains 
that should mot be made through it, 
whether territorial accessions as a basis 
for peace are advisable or inadvisable, 
reasonable peace conditions or dictatorial 
terms, if Germany continues successful, 
all these are beginning to agitate Ger- 
many more and more, and are developing 
into questions of internal politica and 
future foreign policy. 

Germany is becoming more and more 
divided into two large camps and parties 
on the question of the fate of Belgium. 
A veritable storm is gathering around the 
government over this problem, in an agi- 
tation which is still largely private, be- 
cause discussion in the press and in public 
speeches is prohibited, but which sup- 
Wesson only makes more intense. 


Belgium Vital Peace Issue. 
Until Germany decides what it will ‘ao 
with Belgium, until the Germans can 
agree among themselves on that question,

New Tork, Aug. 17.—Out of the disorder 
ot the foreign exchange markets today 
‘plans began to assume form for floating 
a great British loan in New York to check 
the downward trend of exchange rates 
and tect the money of Great Britain 
and her allies against further deprecia- 
tion, 

It was reported, toward the end of the 
‘ business day, that a syndicate of bankers 
might be formed to finance the loan and 
that the issue might consist of one, five, 
and ten year bonds. ) 

It was thought significant that the tam 
today was of a loan whose longest issue 
should expire in ten years. Heretofore 
two years has been mentioned as the 
‘Maximum length of the loan. In some 
circles publication of the proposal was 


regarded as a feeler for financial opinion | 


as to the desirability of financing a loan 
for ten years. 


Loan of $300,000,000 Needed. 

The outstanding fact at the close of 
today’s exchange markets was the im- 
perative and immediate need for a loan 
of not. less than $300,000,000 to restore 
rates to normal or thereabouts. 

There was every indication that unless 
some action of this sort were speedily 
taken, sterling, francs, and lires would be 
still further depreciated and the financial 
burden placed on foreign buyers of Amer- 
lean products would be correspondingly 
increased. 

The exchange markets were quieter 
than yesterday, although there was re- 
newed activity during the afternoon De- 
preciation of foreign money extended vir- 
tually throughout the entire list, em- 
bracing reichsmarks and Spanish pesetas, 
which fell to new low records, the former 
on cables to Hamburg and Berlin. 


Gold Shipment Has Little Effect. 

The arrival here, for Great Britain’s 
account, of approximately $5,000,000 gold 
coin from Ottawa had no effect what- 
ever on rates. The amount was regarded 
as insignificant in the light of Europe’s 
big obligations here, which American 
manufacturers are pressing for payment. 

Exchange rates opened at about yes- 
terday's low figures. Pounds sterling 
were quoted at 4.64 to 4.65; francs opened 
at 6.04 and later dropped to 6.05; lires 
opened at 6.64, went down to 6.56 before 
the close; reichsmarks cables on Ham- 
burg and Berlin fell to 81, a new low rec- 
ord; Spanish pesetas, quoted two days 
ago at 19.05, dropped to 18.80. The course 
of the market was irregular. At noon it 
rallied slightly; in the middle of the after- 
noon session prices fell back again, reach- 
ing in some instances their lowest quota- 
tions, but they recovered toward the close. 


THIRD GERMAN WAR LOAN. 

LONDON, Aug. 17—Comments of the 
Berlin press on the approaching third war 
loan, transmitted here by wireless, con- 
firm reports that the price of subscription 
was to be higher than that of the second 
one, and one-half of 1 per cent higher than 
the first. Otherwise the loan will have 
the same character as the two preceding 
ones.

BRITISH TROOP SHIP SUNK 
BY A SUBMARINE; 900 LOST. 


Transport Bound for Dardanelles 
Destroyed in Aegean Sea by 
German Underwater Craft. 


LONDON, Aug. 17.—The British trans- 
port Royal Edward has been torpedoed 
and sunk by a German submarine. An- 
nouncement'to this effect was made of- 
cially today. Stix hundred men were 
ga ved out of 1,350 troops and 220 other 
persons on board. | 

No details are available of the loss of 
the Royal Edward, which formerly was 
the steamship Cairo. Germany had news 
of the sink.ng yesterday, but nothing was 
published in London, akhough the disas- 
ter ri te three days ago. 

The Royal Edward is the first British 
transport to be destroyed by German sub- 
marines. — 

The British announcement shows that 
the Royal Edward was engaged in con- 
veying troops to the Dardanelles front, 
having been sunk in the Agean sea. Ger- 
man submarines sent to these waters to 
assist the Turks have been active. 

On two previous occasions transports 
have been attacked. The Wayfarer was 
torpedoed by a submarine in the Irish sea, 
but the vessel was not sunk and only five 
lives were lost.

Under instructions from my govern- 
ment I have the honor to inform your 
excellency in reply to your note of July 80 
in regard to the claim for reparation for 
the ‘sinking of the William P. Frye, that 
the government of the United States 
learns..with regret that the objections 
urged by it against the submission of 
this ease to the prize court for decision 
have not commended themselves to the 
imperial German ‘government, and it 
equally. regrets that the reasons pre- 
sented by the imperial German govern- 
ment for submitting this case to the prize 
court have failed to remove the objec- 
tions of the government of the United 
States to the adoption of that course. 

“* As this disagreement has been reached 
after the full presentation of the views 
of both governments in our previous cor- 
respondence, a further exchange of views

“The two methods of settlement pro- 
posed as alternative suggestions in your 
excellency's note have been given careful 
consideration, and it is bel-eved that if 
they can be combined so that they may 
both be adopted they will furnish a satis- 
factory basis for the solution of the ques- 
tions at issue.

“The government of the United States 
has already expressed its desire that the

tirely concurs with the suggestion of the 
imperial German government that the 
simple way would be to agree, as proposed 
in your note, that each of the two govern- 
ments designate an expert and that the 
two experts jointly fix the amount of in- 
demnity for the vessel and any American 
property which may have been sunk with 
it,’ to be paid by the imperial German gov- 
ernment when ascertained as stated in 
your note. It is assumed that the arrange-

“The government of the United States 
notes that your suggestion is made with

A payment made on this understand- 
ing would de entirely acceptable to the

Arie Mark was a close second with 90 and 
Sam Huntley of Omaha won third money 
with a score of 87.

OHN BROWN, controller of the 
Metropolitan Opera company, left 
Chicago yesterday for a swing 
around the proposed circuit of the 
Serge de Diaghilew ballet. Chicago 

will have two weeks, from Feb. 14 to 28. 

Mr. Brown told of the difficulties he has 

been having with the autocratic Mr.

State accident compensation ia making 
American workingmen a class of shirkers 
and malignerers, according to O. W. Ray 
of Indianapolis, president of the mutual 
section of the National Health and Acci- 
dent Insurance Underwriters’ association.

SUDDEN ATTACK FATAL 


TO NOTED WAR VETERAN. 


Brig. Gen. John Charles Black, civil war 
veteran, former congressman at large 
from Illinois, and for severai years presi- 
dent of the United States civil service 
commission, died suddenly early yester- 
day morning in his room at the Palmer 
house. Gen. Black had retired early 
Monday night, apparently in excellent 
health, but wae seized with an attack of 
heart failure about midnight. 

Entering the civil war immediately 
after Fort Sumter was fired upon, Gen. 
Black rose from a private to the rank of 
brigadier general and won a medal of 
honor for his services at the battle of 
Prairie Grove, Atk., in which he wae se- 
verely wounded. Most of his service was 
with the Thirty-seventh Illinois regi- 
ment, which he commanded for a time. 

Gen. Black was a Mississippian by birth 
but came with his family to Illinois at 
an early age. He graduated from Wa- 
bash college shortly before the outbreak 
of the war. Upon his retirement from the 
army he practiced law and entered poli- 
tics, at one time contesting Congressman 
Joseph G. Cannon for his seat in the 
lower house. Later he was made com- 
missioner of pensions under the Cleve- 
land administration. Subsequently he en- 
tered Democratic politics in Chicago, 
where he started on his congressiona! ca- 
reer. He retired from public life in 1913 
as head of the civil service commission. 
In 1903-4 he was commander in chief of 
the G. A. R. 

Gen. Black is su ed by his widow, a 
son, John Donald Black, and a daughter, 
Mrs. Stephen Abbot of Utah. Funeral 
services will be held at 10 a. m. tomor- 
row from the residence of John Donald 
Black, 2258 Lincoln Park West. The 
body will be shipped to Danville for in- 
terment in the Springhill cemetery.

Hog prices at Chicago yesterday were 
again uneven, with the market closing 
weak.
